In Alphabetical Order 


George Ammon... . Martin “Grandpa” Vanderhof . . . is retired from the Army and 
was last seen on stage in "How the Other Half Loves." He says unlike his character, 
he doesn't care for snakes or commencements. 


Reid Beebe . . . Paul Sycamore . . . who recently directed two SLT Workshop 
productions, portrayed Roosevelt in “Annie” in '86. He has been stage manager for 
several shows since then but declares that he's really a "couch potato.” 


Lesa Duglewicz . . . Alice .. ., a speech and theatre major, appeared in SLT Workshop 
production "Lou Gehrig Did Not Die of Cancer." She and her husband and two children 
recently arrived at Shaw AFB. 


Debby Burt . . . Gay Wellington . . . is a senior airman at Shaw and has lent her talents 
both on the SLT stage and behind the scenes as a graphic artist. Debby insists she’s 
more introverted than her character. 


Cheryl Chandler. . . Essie . . . was last seen on the SLT stage in “Little Mary Sunshine.” 
She says she is similar to her character, who has boundless energy that might be 
better spent in areas other than dance

it with you, he’s going to spend it while he’s here, in a very conventional manner, 
of course! 


Marge Cowles . . . Penny Sycamore . . . has spent numerous hours designing and 
making costumes for the theatre as well as appearing in “Damn Yankees” and 
“Mornings at Seven.” Being “kinda off the wall” and in her own world, Marge does 
not deny being type cast.

Michael last appeared in “Crimes 
of the Heart.” He is a self-employed auctioneer and antique appraiser.
